1. Claims 1-63 pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Examiner notes the changes made to Claims 50, 12, and independent Claims 1, 
20, 28, 40, and 59. In light of these changes and the new limitations to the independent 
claims, all previous rejections and objections are withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments not concerning these changes are considered moot in 
view of the withdrawal of the outstanding rejections.

3. Claim 1-63 allowed.

The prior art of record matched the claimed inventions functionality in renaming a 
file to indicate lock status, but did not match doing so in the form of having multiple files, 
therefor the process of checksumming cannot be performed in the disclosure of the 
prior art. Due to this, the indicated claims, which all include the use of checksums, are 
considered allowable subject matter.
